The magazine remarked in a preface 
that “South Africa is guardian of the shipping lanes 
‘around the Cape of Good Hope — a sea lane vital to 
the West alnce the closure of the Suez Canal in 1967 
and in view of the most recent Mideast war and 
Russia's mushrooming naval presence m the Indian

Estimating that more than 20 million tons of oil 
are shipped each month around ‘the Cape, with 90 per 
cent destined-for European ports, Biermann said that 
what the West is suffermg now from the Arab oll 
cutback would “a fraction of the blo wif the Cape 
were blocked.” 

Asked if he felt the Cape sea route was threatened, 
Admiral Biernrann was quoted: 

“Yes. We are concerned about Soviet naval activity 
im the Indian Ocean and Communist backing being 
given to the African terrorist organizations attempt- 
ing to overthrow orderly government in Southern Af- 
dea. I'd rather be called alarmist about this than be 
remembered as a military commander who failed to 
sound a warning in time.

Reaction to Westernized Israel 


AFRICA’S POLICY 


HAD TO HAPPEN &

the crash of the fall of 
Israel's presence and policies in 
Africa still reverberating, the ques- 
tion that is naturally being asked 
is: Could we have prevented it? And 
the answer offered by the various 
Africa experts in Jerusalem is a 
very definite, if rueful, no. 

It is not only the officials respon- 
sible for Israel's Africa policy who 
offer this answer. Others familiar 
with the subject, though not them- 
selves directly responsible, also say 
that nothing Israel could have done 
would have saved the situation. 
Given the objective forces at work 
— over which Israel has no influence 
— the break waa an inevitable de- 
velopment. 

There wag never a question, they 
maintain, of a‘ “failure in Israel'a 
(nformation effort," which is the 
common accusation levelled at the 
Foreign Ministry. This accusation 
implied, in simple terms, that the 
African governments were not made 
sufficiently aware of the justice of 
Israel's aims and policies. In fact, 
say officials here, they’ were all fully 
aware of Israel's position, and they 
may well even have sympathized 
with it, but they were guided in 
their policies by what they saw as 
their interests — not by their con- 
viction of the justice of the Zionist 
eause. African states, Ike other 
states, follow the dictates of their 
interests, not of their sympathies. 

To illustrate this universal truth, 
one official cited Israel's own be- 
haviour during the Nigeria-Biafra 
war. Despite public opinion here, 
which leaned to the Hiafrans, the 
government of Israel maintained its 
formal support for the

Western influence 


One major force, which pervades 
almost the whole of Africa, is a 
growing disenchantment with the 
West — and a concomitant decline 
of Western power and influence in 
Africa. There is 8, mutual feeling 
of disillusionment which has dis- 
sipated much of the goodwill and 
optimism of the ‘decade of imdepen- 
dence.” The West is disappointed 
with the way many African states 
are developing. And the Africans are 
disappointed at the meagreness 
of Western ald and at the West’s 
failure to act effectively against 
Rhodesia, South Africa and Portu- 
gal, The mutual disappointment, is 
self-propagating — it leads to less 
aid and further disappointment.

Haile Selassie felt 
that given his bagic sympathy with 
the West, given the strategic imiport- 
ance of his country, given the menec- 
ing Soviet build-up of the hostile 
Somali army — he ought to get far 
more help and support from America 
then he was in fact geting. His 
disappointment with America in- 
creased his feeling of insecurity, and 
thia in turn laid him open to the 
Arab mixture of threats and blan- 
dishments, 

African solidarity _ 

Another major factor whith was 
part of this overall complex was the 
effect of “African solidarity.” Each 
year the Organization of African 
Unity, guided by its Arab nvembers, 
would adopt stridently anti-Israel re- 
solutions. And gradually, because of 
the importance they attached to the 
concept of African wnity, more 
and more of the non-Arab members 
felt themselves obliged by these re- 
solutions. By supporting each other 
as one solid voting bloc at the U.N., 
the 40-plus African states overcome 
their individual weaknesses and en- 


while friends in Africa to go ahead 


and break their ties with Jerusalem. 
(The reverse is also true: Israel's 
African debacle contributed to its 
difficulties in Europe.)
